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The illustration on this page shows the 
design of a device by which water or liquid 
coloring matter‘€an be supplied to the ma- 
terial passing through the rolls of a calender- 
ing machine. Figure 1 is an isometric view 
of the device detached from the calendering 
machine. Fig. 2 is an elevation of the de- 
vice and one of the rolls of the calender- 
ing machine, the end of the trough being 
shown as removed. 

The numbers 13 13 13 8 14 designate 
the sides, the end and bottom of a box or 
trough adapted to hold the water or liquid 
coloring matter which is to be supplied to 
the material passing through the rolls. The 
bottom, 14, projects beyond the side of the 
box or trough which is toward the calender 
roll when the device is secured in place, as 
shown at 15. On the under side of the 
bottom, parallel to the calender roll, is a 
projection or ridge, 7, extending across the 
bottom. 

A piece of felt, 9, has one end fastened at 
the upper surface of the projecting portion, 
15, of the bottom, from whence the sheet 9 
passes around the projecting portion of the 
bottom and is secured to the ridge 7. Over 
the sheet of felt, 9, passes another sheet, 10, 
of the same material. One edge of the 
sheet 10 is fastened along the ridge 7. This 
sheet then passes around the projecting por- 
tion 15 of the bottom 14, over the side 8, and 
dips into the trough 13 13 138 14. The out- 
line and position of the felt 10 are shown by 
the dotted lines in Fig. 1 

A pipe, 3, supplies water or liquid coloring 
matter to the trough 13 13 13 8 14. 

A screw-threaded overflow pipe is shown 
at 5. 

A trough, 6, receives and carries away the 
drippings from the roll 1. 

Handles, 11 11, are provided for lifting the 
dampening device out of contact with the 
smoothing roll. 

A weight, 4, is hung on the handles 11 11 
to hold the felt contact with the roll. 
These weights may or may not be neces- 
sary, depending on the particular device 
used. 

The operation of the device is as follows : 
The trough 13 13 13 8 14 is secured to the 
frame or standards of the stack of rolls of 
the calendering machine by the arms 12 12 
on the side of the roll away from which the 
top of the roll moves. These arms are of such 
a length and so shaped that the trough 13 14, 
tending to turn about the point 2, shall press 
radially against the calender roll, and are 
secured to the frame of the machine by a bar 
passing through the eyes 2. The sheet of 
felt, 9, is made of such a width that it will 
extend along the entire length of the roll 1. 
The sheet 1o is of the same width as the 
material passing through the rolls. The 
means for adjusting the sheets have been de- 
scribed. The ridge 7 should be of such a 
height and so situated on the bottom 14 that 
the part of the felts leading from the projec- 
tion 15 to the ridge shall conduct the drip- 
pings from the roll to the trough 6. 

The opening in the overflow pipe 5 is ad- 
justed by turning the pipe, and thus screw- 
ing it up or down through the bottom of the 
trough 13'8 14. 

The water or liquid coloring matter is sup- 
plied through the pipe 3 to the trough 13 8 14, 
and is conducted to the roll 1 by the capillary 
attraction of the felt ro, and thence to the 
material passing through the roll by the sur- 
face of that roll. The quantity of liquid 
conducted to the roll may be regulated by 
increasing or diminishing the depth of water 
in the trough by means of the adjustable 
overflow pipe 5, or by increasing or dimin- 
ishing the thickness of or number of layers 
of felt. If the sheet of felt 10 is not suffi- 
cient to supply the required amount of liquid, 
other sheets of the same material may be 
laid over 10, extending from near the roll 1 
into the liquid in the trough 13 8 14, as

shown at 20 in the dciihans,:

felt, and two devices may be used in order 
to dampen both sides of the material passing 


through. 
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As we hope to give in the next number 
of THE JOURNAL some facts regarding the 
new process of bleaching by electricity, to 
which numerous references have lately been 
made in these columns, we wish to speak as 
briefly as possible of the scientific principles 
which underlie this and the various other 
electro-chemical processes which have lately 
appeared. 


When a current of electricity is passed | 


through water to which a little sulphuric 
acid has been added to increase its con- 
ductivity the water is decom- 
posed into its constituent 
gases, oxygen and hydrogen, 
which appear as minute bub- 
bles passing up through the 
liquid. The apparatus usually 
adopted, for showing this ex- 
perimentally consists of a 
small jar containing the acidu- 
lated water, in which are sub- 
merged two platinum plates, 
one connected with the posi- 
tive and the other with the 
negative pole of a battery. The 
current thus passes through 
the water from the positive 
plate to the negative one. A 
tube, sealed at its upper end, 
is supported over each plate 
so that the open end of the 
tubes is just over the plates. 
The mouth of the tubes is un- 
der the surface of the liquid, 
and both tubes are filled with 
the acidulated water. On 
passing a current through this 
apparatus numerous bubbles 
begin to appear on the surface 
of each plate, from which they 
soon detach themselves, pass- 
ing up into the tubes above 
the plates. It soon becomes 
evident that the volume of gas 
collected in the tube above the 
negative plate is about twice 
that collected in the tube above the positive 
plate. A slight chemical examination is 
sufficient to prove that the gas from the neg- 
ative plate is hydrogen, while that from the 
positive plate is oxygen, the relative quan- 
tities of the gases evolved being those which 
by their reunion will form water. 


The positive plate is usually termed the 
anode, and the negative plate the cathode,

The current which 
will liberate .cooo10352 grams of hydrogen 
per second is named ampére and is taken as 
the unit current. 


If in place of the water in the above experi- 
ment we had substituted a solution of sul- 
phate of copper, ordinary blue vitriol, metal- 
lic copper would have been deposited on the 
cathode, while sulphuric acid would have 
appeared at the anode. Similarly, a current 
passed through a solution of nitrate of silver 
yields silver at the cathode and nitric acid 
at the anode, a current of one ampére de- 
positing .0003296 grams or .005084 grams of 
copper or .oor11815 grams of silver per sec- 
ond, These number are termed the electro- 
chemical equivalents of the metals in ques- 
tion. The numbers are the same, no matter 
from what compounds the metals are de- 
posited.

the process. The theory of electrolysis is 
briefly this: Let us suppose 
that we have a solution of 
common salt. The smallest 
particle of this salt which can 
exist is called a molecule and 
is made up of an atom of 
sodium and an atom of chlor- 
ine. These molecules are mov- 
ing about continually in every 
direction, the amount of the 
motion being greater as the 
temperature is higher. In 
their rapid motion_ i 
quently come into collision, 
whereby the molecules con- 
cerned are broken up and their 
atoms become momentarily 
separated. Under ordinary 
circumstances they would im- 
mediately recombine to form 
new molecules, which would 
go on as before, so that no 
change would be apparent; 
but under the influence of the 
electric current these separated 
atoms have their motions so 
controlled that a separated 
chlorine atom tends to move 
toward a sodium atom which 
is nearer the anode, while a 
separated sodium atom tends 


to join itself to a chlorine atom |

Fresh Bleached Half Stuff. 


In cases where washing cannot be done 
in the beating engine frequent complaints 
are made that the paper scarcely holds the 
size or does not retain it at all. 





Whenever 
this happened I always pursue the following 
method with very satisfactory results. After 
the beating engine was filled with the neces- 
sary amount of water a strong alkaline mix- 
ture of ammonia and oxalate of ammonia 
dissolved in water was added, and the 
fresh wet half stuff was put in. The quan- 
| tity of the oxalate of ammonia depends on 
the degree of wetness of the bleached half 
stuff. The wetter the half stuff is the more 
oxalate of ammonia is necessary in order to 
transform the dissolved lime salts in the 
bleaching liquors into insoluble oxalate of 
lime, while the ammonia makes a combina- 
tion with chlorine and was therefore for- 
merly used as antichlorine. 

Attempts to utilize the carbonate, instead 
of the oxalate, of ammonia gave unfavorable 
results, because the carbonate of lime is pre- 
cipitated rapidly and in large grains, which 
cannot be penetrated afterward by the sizing 
liqaor, and ink passes through them. With 
oxalate of ammonia, on the contrary, the 
oxalate of lime formed is precipitated slowly 
and very finely, and is later on enclosed by 
the resinate of alumina and the rosin, and 












matters in fresh bleached half stuff, which 
are injurious to sizing, are removed, but the 
quantity of ash in the paper is greater, be- 
cause the lime salts in the bleaching liquor 
remain in the paper, even after combustion 
of the latter.—/Papier Zeitung.

How the Arabs Colored Their 
Paper. 


The Arab work, “ Umdet-El-Kutt4b,” 
recently translated by Professor Karabacek, 
gives some interesting information as to the 
manner in which the Arabs of the Middle 
Ages colored their paper. 

The coloring was always on the surface, 
no mention whatever being made in the 
work of any coloring matter added to the 
pulp. Only one-colored papers were made, 
The colors were either single or mixed, the 
latter being obtained by the combination of 
two simple colors. They were mostly pro- 
cured from decoctions of plants, a mordant 
being often added after the boiling, and this 
| changed the shade of the color. In all cases 
an adhesive matter was added as a binder 
or intermediate. 

There were three ways of applying the 
coloring solution, viz., by dipping, by rub- 
bing or spreading on a color board, or by lay- 
ing a slightly dampened sheet on the sur- 
face of a coloring solution in a shallow, large 
This last process seems to have 
| been used in preference to the others, as 

frequent reference is made to it in the book.

Influence of Temperature on Bleachinz 
Powder. 


John Pattinson has instituted a series of 
numerous experiments to ascertain the in- 
fluence of temperature upon the value of 
bleaching powder, which that the 
higher the temperature is the greater is the 
loss of the bleaching powder in active chlo- 
rine, if kept at such temperature for a con- 
siderable length of time. Thus bleaching 
powder kept for eleven months at 60° C. 
lost 6 per cent. ; at 70° C., 7.8 per cent,; 
at 80° C., 17 per cent., or according to those 
temperatures 0.55, 0.71 and 1.64 per cent, in 
one month. By this alteration the bleaching 
powder, which is so-called calcium chloroxyd, 
is converted into calcium chloride, and the

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SOME reports of injury resulting from 
freshets have come to hand. So far very 
few paper mills appear to have been af- 
fected. 


Our market reports this week give the 
news that English manufacturers have 
combined to raise the price of caustic 
soda. This combination has had the ef- 
fect of exciting a speculative movement 
here, under which a fractional advance 
has been made. Further developments 
as to the operations of the combination 
may be looked for during the coming 
week, 

One of our English exchanges quotes 
our remark as to the average pay of em- 
ployees in English paper mills and calls it 
“nonsense.” We did not give the figures 
of either the lowest or highest annual in- 
come of an English paper mill hand; but, 
as we have indicated, stated that we were 
informed that they represented the aver- 
age. Our authority was a free trade pa- 
per published in this country. The re- 
sponsibility therefore does not rest with 
us. But we are anxious that our con- 
temporary shall tell us what is a fair an- 
nual average of wages for paper mill 
hands in the United Kingdom. We have 
the authority of an official report issued 
from the State Department in Washing-

It is probable that trusts and combina- 
tions will be made the subject of legisla- 
tion and put under statutory control. 
Various bills framed for this purpose have 
been introduced in Congress, and the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate, through 
its chairman, Senator Sherman, has re- 
ported a bill which is intended to be a 
substitute for all which have been of- 
fered. This bill declares unlawful and 
void all agreements. trusts or combina- 
tions between persons or corporations 
tending or made with a view to prevent 
a full and free competition in the im- 
portation, transportation or sale of ar- 
ticles imported into the United States 
or in the production or sale of articles 
of domestic raw material which compete 
with any similar articles upon which a 
duty is levied by the United States 
or which shall be transported from one 
State or Territory to another, or tending 
or made with a view to enhance the cost 
of any such articles to the consumer. Per- 
sons damnified by any such agreement or 
combination are authorized to sue for 
and recover from any party thereto the 
full consideration or sum paid by him 
for any goods, wares or merchandise 
advanced in price by such combination. 


Persons entering into such combina- | 


tions, either on their own account 
or as agents or attorneys for others, 
are declared guilty of a high misde- 
meanor, punishable by a fine of not more 
than $10,000 or imprisonment for not 
more than five years, or both, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. It is not likely that 
any bill of this character can go through 
the ordinary and necessary course of 
legislation during the present sitting of 
Congress, but a determined effort will 
undoubtedly be made to regulate the 
operations of trusts and combinations 
by law. 


Most of the newspapers which advo- 
cate the Mills bill and the “reform” 
which they claim would be effected by 
its Operation assert that it is not a 
free trade measure. There are a few, 
however, which do not hesitate to 
assert that it is a step in that di- 
rection and that it means free trade 
and nothing else. With great unanimity 
the supporters of this bill have hereto- 
fore generally claimed that it will not af- 
fect wages, but now comes a paper pub- 
lished in the heart of one of the paper 
making districts of the country, and 
which—speaking of wages jn the lumber 
districts on the Canadian border—says 
that “real wages, of course, have been re- 
duced to a free trade level.” This is the 
reason given why the free-lumber clause 
in the Mills bill is not likely to affect the 
wages of the lumber men. The admis- 
sion may have been intentional or it may 
have been unguarded; but it is signifi- 
cant of the fact that the supporters of 
bogus tariff reform calculate upon a re- 
duction of wages as incident to the suc- 
cess of their policy. This “level” will 
not be for one industry alone; it will 
affect all. Who is there, as a working- 
man or as a manufacturer who has any 
consideration for those whom he employs 
who wishes to drop to this lower level ?

A new phase of the bagging question 
has developed this week. When bagging is 
imported as a paper making material it en- 
ters free of duty, but when it is to be used 
as a wrapper it is dutiable. 


It is alleged that some of the old bag- 
ging imported has been worked over, sewn 
together and used to cover cotton bales, and 
it is also said that information to that effect 
was sent to the customs authorities by some- 
one supposed to represent the bagging trust. 


The result has been that several lots of 
gunny which have been discharged on the 
dock have been held for examination by the 
Custom House, and it looks as though the 
question of its liability to pay duty was to 
be tested. 


Speaking of that reminds me that 
Secretary Fairchild has informed a mer- 
chant of Savannah, Ga., that inasmuch as 
ordinary jute bagging manufactured in this 
country, exported as covering of cotton in 
bale and returned as second-hand bagging, 
would probably fail when so returned to be 
in the same or even substantially the same 
condition as when exported, such bagging 
could not be exempt from duty under the 
only provision in the free list (T. I. 619) ap- 
plicable to articles of the growth, produce 
and manufacture of the United States other 
than casks, barrels, carboys, bags and other 
vessels. 


The Secretary adds, however, that any 
waste bagging to be used in making, and fit 
only to be converted into paper and unfit.for 
any other manufacture, is free under the 
provision (T. I. 754) for paper stock. He 
also says that bagging for cotton, not com- 
ing under any of the above cited provisions, 
is subject to a duty of 1% cents per pound, 
if valued at 7 cents or less per square yard, 
and to a duty of 3 cents per pound if valued 
at over 7 cents per square yard (T. I. 343). 


Trade Talks. 


Hermann Isaac, Representative in the United 
States and Canada of L. Lacroix Fils, Mazéres 
and Angouléme France.—1 formerly lived in 
New Orleans and sold the cigarette paper 
made by the L. Lacroix Fils, but last Janu- 
ary came to New York and opened an office 
in the Stewart Building, and also began to 
offer to the American trade the copying 
papers made by the same mills.

than from coal or wood, and when the oil is 
properly used the smoke nuisance is solved, 
which has been agitating the minds of the 
people of some of our large cities, for there 
is not a particle of smoke to be seen issuing 
from the stack, not even when everything is 
running full blast. 

A word as to its danger: When properly 
put in and handled with ordinary care, or 
when good common sense is used in the 
employment of this oil, I do not see why it 
should be any more apt to cause trouble 
than coal, although the insurance companies 
insist on higher rates when used. 


water at 103. The coal used was a good 
grade of Illinois lump, costing $3.15 per 


ton, but which is usually worth $3.25. 


In the matter of labor, one man can easily 
attend from seven to ten 150 horse power 
boilers, and then less to do than he 
would were he firing one boiler with coal. 
After a week’s run with oil your boiler flues 
are much cleaner than they would be from 
the use of bituminous coal for one night, 
especially Western coal. Your fire room can 
be kept as clean as your dynamo room. 
There being no ashes you are saved the ex- 
pense of handling them, as well as the dirt, 
and the former is no small matter where 
some 20 tons of coal are being used every 
twenty-four hours. I might say that the 
above tests were made during a part of the 
day’s run and itis our opinion that a more 
favorable showing could be made with the 
oil where a larger number of boilers are in 
use. It seems to work better with a good 
fire than where a small fire is sufficient. With 
our pipe lines affording a cheap method of 
transportation, the future of petroleum fuel 
is assured, and I think there is no doubt 
that with true Yankee ingenuity a burner or 
some method will be brought forward by 
which the use of petroleum as a fuel will be

Old Italian Paper Mills. 





These old factories call to mind that 
paper was made in Italy long before it was 
in Germany, the method being probably 
brought there by Crusaders, At Amalfi, a 
little village south of Naples, by a mountain 
stream, are seven ancient paper mills, In 
one rags are manipulated by hammers, 
whose handles are connected with the water 
wheel just as was done 500 years ago. The 
rags, when hammered into stuff, are made 
into good wrapping paper by the help of a 
stuff vat... The paper maker, who said he 
made 2 cwt. of paper daily, a man and six 
girls were all the help employed. In the 
other six factories, writing paper was made 
in asimilar manner, only one being sup- 
plied with a pulp machine, At Tivoli, a

Draining Paper Boards. 


In answer to the question as to the 
pressure needed for draining paper board a 
correspondent of the Papier Zeitung replies 
as follows:
